Oct.  28  -  The 
agricultural  Industry  of  Eastern 
Canada  has  received  more  benefits 
from  the  Dominion  Government 
during  the  last  ten  years  than  has 
Western  agriculture.

As  the  matter  has  assumed  a  posi- 
tion beyond  the  control  of  the  re- 
tailers, I  think  It  is  only  fair  to 
assure  them  that  the  Government 
do  not  propose  to  undertake  any 
prosecution  during  the  continuance 
of  the  Injunction  granted  by  Mr. 
Justice  Manson. 

"It  was  never  Intended  that  the 
retail  distributors  of  gasoline  should 
be  forced  by  the  oil  companies  to 
shoulder  the  whole  burden  of  the 
decrease  In  price.  The  Injunction 
meantime  prevents  the  board  from 
taking  any  further  immediate  ac- 
tion. 

MAINTAIN  ORDER 

"The  Government,  however,  take* 
the  position  that  In  law  the  sale 
price  of  gasoline  Is  as  set  out  In  the 
order  of  the  board,  and  proposes, 
If  successful  In  the  Injunction  pro- 
ceedings, to  endeavor  to  see  to  It 
that  the  cut  In  price  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  the  public  from  the 
date  when  the  order  of  the  board 
was  made."

and  dictate  to  Governments  This 
doesn't  take  into  account  the  huge 
purchasing  power  of  these  260.000 
Together  they  make  an  Important 
reason  for  opposing  unification  " 

Dr  Manlon  said  the  sponsors  of 
a  proposal  for  the  abandonment  of 
5.000  miles  of  railway  lines  In 
Canada  had  apparently  dropped  It. 
But  If  it  had  gone  through  Canada 
would  have  had  to  make  provision 
for  the  200  000  people  settled_along 
the  lines  proposed  for  scrapping. 

"It  is  the  veriest  type  of  defeatism 
to  advocate  the  scrapping  of  railway 
lines  Ip  Canada.  The  thing  to  do  tv 
not  to  tear  up  railways  but  to  build 
up  Canada  The  CNR.  deficit  Is  a 
serious  drain  o:i  the  country's 
finances  and  a  serious  problem,  but 
last  vear  with  a  $527,000,000  Federal 
budget  why  was  this  $42  000  000 
deficit  more  Important  than  any- 
thing else?" 

There  were  three  ways  to  alleviate 
the  deficit  problem.  First  all  reason- 
able economies  must  be  made.  Sec- 
ondly there  should  be  co-operative 
measures  In  consultation  with  rail- 
way employees  and  not  at  labor's 
expense. 

CO-OPERATION  NEEDED 
"Rallwaymen  agree  with  me  that 
co-operation  has  not  proved  a  fail- 
ure I  say  it  hasn't  been  properly 
tried— certainly  not  on  a  large  scale 
Where  It  has  been  tried  In  the  East 
it  has  been  profitable.  Both  railways 
are  partly  responsible  for  the  lack  of 
more  co-operation.  They  should  try 
again  " 

The  third  way  to  help  the  railways 
was  to  build  up  the  country.  The 
West  built  around  the  C  P  R.  The 
railway  brought  the  population  and 
created  the  traffic. 

"When  this  country  Is  more  pros-y 
perous.  It  will  have  plenty  of  room 
to  build  up  its  population.  I  am  hot 
advocating  large-scale  immigration 
now.  But  If  we  had  3,000.000  more 
people  productively  employed  in 
Canada  the  railway  problem  would 
.vanish  like  mist  before  the  sun."

CELEBRATE  VICTORY 

TOKIO.  Oct.  28  0  .—A  rare  pub- 
lic appearance  of  the  Emperor  and 
Empress,  each  carrying  lanterns,  to- 
night stirred  the  cheers  ol  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  their  subjects  In  a 
celebration  of  the  capture  of 
Hankow. 

Nearly  a  million  persons  partici- 
pated in  the  organized  victory' 
demonstrations  chanting  war  songs 
and  waving  lighted  paper  lanterns 
The  yellow  lanterns,  with  a  red 
rising  sun  painted  on  the  sides,  gave 
the  appearance  of  rivers  of  molten 
gold  swirling  through  darkens 
streets. 

The  long  columns  of  marchers 
converged  on  the  Imperial  Palace, 
the  war  and  navy  offices  and  Yasu- 
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verslve  activities  in  his  riding  and 
at  the  May  Day  parade  at  Vancou- 
ver, Mr.  Winch  offered  his  motion, 
which  read  as  follows: 

MOTION  READ 
That  this  House  Is  deeply  con- 
cerned at  the  continuation  of 
economic  chaos  In  our  province,  and 
the  Increasing  abrogation  of  the

"Are  you  doubting  tnat.  Colonel 
Ralston?"  asked  the  commissioner.

It?" 

"I  am  saying  that  I  am  doubting 
other  firms  can  tender  on  the  mak- 
ing of  this  gun  at  a  firm  price," 
said  Colonel  Ralston.

OFFERS  ASSISTANCE 

Just  before  the  adjournment, 
Herbert  Plaxton.  a  member  of  Lie 
law  firm  of  Plaxton  Ac  Company, 
and  a  shareholder  in  the  inglis 
Company,  rose  to  state  he  was  pre- 
pared to  afford  the  commission 
every  assistance. 

Mr.  Gillespie  said  production  of 
assembled  Bren  guns  at  the  Enneld 
plant  in  scheduled  quantity  of  200 
a  week  began  about  July.

The  outside  of  the  barrel  of  the 
Bren  gun  had  to  be  Just  as  true 
as  the  inside  because  of  the  parts 
that  were  attached  to  it  and  because 
the  barrels  had  to  be  interchange- 
able. Each  gun  Is  equipped  with 
two  barrels,  which  are  used  alter- 
nately to  avoid  overheating,  and 
every  barrel  has  to  fit  every  gun. 

Under  cross  -  examination  by 
Colonel  Drew,  Mr.  Gillespie  said  the 
production  aimed  at  was  fifty  guns 
a  week.  Colonel  Drew  wanted  to 
know  how  they  could  produce  6,000 
guns  under  the  contract  in  the 
fourth  year. 

"I  am  not  standing  here  making 
calculations,"  said  Mr.  Oillespie.

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Palestine  la  one  0/  the  gravest  of  Immediate 
problems  facing  the  British  Government;  there 
II  hardly  a  doubt  that  It  has  been  a  major  con- 
sideration at  recent  Cabinet  meetings.  The  Arabs 
have  staged  what  Is  called  "a  complete  political 
rebellion"  which,  quite  possibly,  has  the  tacit  ap- 
proval of  the  bulk  of  the  population.  One  solu- 
tion suggested  Is  the  partition  of  Palestine  Into 
Arab  and  Jewish  states.  That,  says  R.  O.  B. 
Splcer,  late  Inspector-General  of  Police  In  Pales- 
tine, would  be  possible  theoretically  but  impos- 
sible practically.  He  knows  Palestine  and  says 
of  the  present  situation  that  the  country  will 
never  be  peaceful  or  an  administrative  possibility 
"until  the  strongest  man  of  our  time  takes  one 
of  the  following  decisions: 

To  employ  ruthless  force  against  the  Arab 
revolutionaries,  to  conquer  these  rebellious  people 
by  the  force  of  arms,  to  bring  them  to  their  knees 
•  as  indeed  the  Turks  would  have  done»,  and.  once 
this  has  been  done,  to  deal  with  any  re- 
crudescence with  Inexorable  severity,  thus  allow- 

limj  th«   Ipajfi  in  niir&u*  their  rfcea.rpful  settlement 

and  to  build  up  that  country  into  an  economical 
and  flourishing  state,  or: 

"To  say  to  the  Jews:  We  are  sorry  that  the  Bal- 
four Declaration  as  you  interpret  it  is  an  im- 
possibility. We  have  given  it  a  fair,  prolonged 
and  bitter  trial  but  cannot  go  on.  This  feeling 
of  the  Arabs  is  deep-seated,  national  and  Justi- 
fied. Their  grievance  la  shared  by  the  rest  of  the 
Moslem  world.  It  Is  not  the  present  but  the  future 
that  they  fear,  that  Is,  their  eventual  domination 
and  extinction,  with  the  loss  of  their  land  in 
which  they  have  lived  and  burled  their  dead  for 
some-  hundreds  of  years.  You  must  abandon  any 
further  expansion  of  your  Zionist  dreams.  What 
you*  have  you  may  hold,  but  It  must  stop  there, 
both  in  regard  to  immigration  and  to  land.  The 
problem  of  persecuted  Jewry  must  be  dealt  with 
outside  Palestine."  ' 

The  latter  alternative  is  the  one  most  likely  to 
bo  adopted.  What  the  British  Army  is  now  do- 
ing in  PalesMne  Is  in  the  nature  of  police  duty. 
Any  ruthless  war  on  the  Arabs  would  create  an 
area  of  hatred  which  would  extend  through  all 
surrounding  Moslem  countries,  and  disturb,  over 
a  long  term,  amicable  relations  which  Great 
B  itain  now  enjoys. 


THE  NEW  "DRIVER'S  MANUAL" 


The  great  and  perhaps  increasing  dangers 
which  attend  the  use  of  the  motor  car  seem  to 
Justify  the  authorities  in  issuing  a  manual  for 
the  information  of  those  who  operate  motor  ve- 
hicles Tin-  local  authorities  have  prepared  and 
are  distributing  a  pamphlet  intended  to  serve 
this  purpowe  and  also  to  guide  officials  who  have 
to  examine  applicants  for  drivers'  licences.  About 
one-eighth  of  this  manual  is  taken  up  with  the 
regulations  governing  drivers'  licences  and  motor 
vehicle  licences,  one:half  deals  with  the  orthodox 
manner  of  operating  motor  vehicles,  and  the  re- 
mainder consists  of  what  may  be  called  the  mar- 
row of  motoring  doctrine,  a  catechism  of  251 
questions  and  answers. 

The  text  contains  a  good  deal  of  useful  infor- 
mation. It  will  probably  be  read  by  nearly  every- 
one In  the  Province  who  has  to  operate  a  motor 
car.  Moreover,  it  can  be  used  as  a  handbook  for 
ready  reference,  especially  in  regard  to  matters 
of  a  mathematical  nature  that  cannot  be  con- 
veniently carried  in  the  memory.  It  contains  also 
a  number  of  items  that  the  average  man  regards 
as  the  special  concern  of  dealers  in  car  acces- 
sories, such  as  the  candlepower  of  light  bulbs 
used  in  headlights  and  the  like. 

The  announcement  is  made  that  applicants  for 
drivers'  licences  may  be  required  to  pass  an  ex- 
amination as  to  their  fitness  and  ability  to  drive 
motor  vehicles.  The  examination  is  to  test 
knowledge  1 1 1  of  the  regulations  governing  the 
"operation;'  of  motor  vehicles  <2t  of  the  "driving" 
of  motor  vehicles.  It  Is  to  test  "ability"  as  weli  as 
knowledge:  <li  ability  to  understand  warning 
and  other  road  signs  (2)  ability  to  drive  a  motor 
vehicle.  It  is  also  to  test  reaction  time,  eyesight 
and  hearing.  The  question  naturally  arises  as  to 
the  relative  importance  of  these  proposed  tests. 
Those  of  chief  Importance  are  probably  the  tests 
for  eyesight,  hearing  and  reaction  time.  The 
candidate's  practical  ability  In  driving  comes 
next.  Third,  he  ought  to  be  able  to  satisfy  the 
examiner  that  he  has  a  reasonably  good  ac- 
quaintance with  the  "rules  and  regulations."  The 
other  tests  In  the  manual  seem  superfluous  If 
the  candidate  can  show  that  he  Is  able  to  manage 
a  car  it  may  be  presumed  that  he  possesses  suf- 
ficient "knowledge  of  the  driving  of  motor  ve- 
hicles." and  as  there  is  not  the  slightest  difficulty 
In  "understanding"  the  warning  and  other  road 
signals."  his  "ability"  to  do  so  may  also  be  taken 
for  granted. 

From  the  standpoint  of  those  who  are  to  be 
examined,  the  part  of  the  manual  devoted  to 
<)ne  :10ns  and  answers  Is  naturally  very  Interest- 
ing There  are  seventy-two  questions  requiring 
"yes"  for  an  answer,  rifty-seven  calling  for  "no," 
sixty-five  which  demand  an  answer  In  figures. 
This  leaves  fifty-seven  miscellaneous  questions 
concerning  starting  and  stopping,  right  of  way. 
pedestrians,  signals,  overtaking  and  passing, 
turning,  Intersections,  hills,  curves  and  so  on.  It 
is  to  be  feared  that  an  examination  conducted  in 
the  manner  officially  described  in  the  handbook 
would  lack  balance  and  proportion  Candidates 
are  told  to  expect  an  examination  consisting  of 
twenty-five  questions  selected  "at  random"  from 
the  list  of  251. 

The  handbook,  as  already  remarked,  contains 
much  useful  Information.  It  properly  calls  at- 
tention to  the  risks  which  young  and  incautious 
drivers  run  In  driving  a  machine  which  may  do 
appalling  damage,  when  moving  at  a  high  rate 


fall  to  realize  the  significance  of  the  facta  set 
forth  in  the  manual  upon  the  subject  of  "Speed  " 
Fortunately,  It  does  not  require  an  exceptionally 
high  degree  of  intelligence  to  operate  a  motor 
vehicle.  What  Is  essential,  however.  Is  caution,  a 
keen  sense  of  responsibility,  and  the  kind  of  In- 
telligence known  as  good  Judgment,  or  more 
familiarly,  gumption.

Glenn  Day.  Spokane  and  Alaska 
businessman  flyer,  reached  Anchor- 
age on  Thursday  night  after  ten 
days  in  the  wild  Rainy  Pass  country, 
where  he  crashed  his  airplane  full 
speed  Into  a  mountain,  October  17. 
Before  leaving  on  the  steamer 
Alaska  yesterday  for  home,  he  gave 
the  following  account  of  his  adven- 
turess to  The  Associated  Press: 

"There  was  a  blinding  snow.storm 
and  visibility  was  nil  on  October  17 
when  my  plane  hit  the  mountain 
going  full  speed.  I  feel  I'm  the 
luckiest  man  in  the  world,  because 
all  I  got  were  a  few  minor  cut*  and 
sprained  back. 

"When  the  weather  closed  in 
ahead.  I  couldn't  see  the  mountain 
range  ahead  of  me.  Alter  the  plane 
hit  full  speed  and  overturned.  I 
don't  know  whether  I  was  knocked 
unconscious.  As  I  remember  it,  the 
crash  only  seemed  like  another 
downdraft  as  It  was  terrifically 
rough. 

GOT  NO  RESPONSE 

"I  found  myself  hanging  by  my 
safety  belt  in  the  plane  I  thought 
the  plane  was  out  of  control  and  I 
pumped  the  control  stick  and  gave 
the  engine  more  gas.  but  got  no  re- 
sponse. I  looked  out  the  window 
and  saw  a  pontoon  lying  in  the 
anow.  Then  I  knew  I  had  crashed 
"The  first  thing  1  did  was  bandage 
my  cuts.  The  snow  was  coming 
down  like  a  waterfall.  For  a  week 
I  stayed  in  the  ship  awaiting  clear 
weather  so  I  could  see  which  way 
to  walk  I  had  plenty  of  food.  I've 
experienced  worse  hardships  on 
hunting  trips  for  fun 

"During  the  week  I  sewed  myself 
a  parka  from  a  canvas  cover  for  the 
motor,  realizing  I  must  keep  myself 
dry.  I  checked  supplies  carefully 
preparing  for  a  long  hike  and  not 
knowing  how  long  It  would  be.  nor 
where  to. 

1  OVSTRI  CTED  SLED 
"One  pontoon  was  only  slightly 
damaged,  so  I  made  it  into  a  sled 
and  loaded  food,  a  sleeping  bag. 
rifle  and  most  of  the  valuable  In- 
struments from  the  plane,  some 
wood  from  the  plane,  a  can  of  gaso- 
line and  some  other  things. 

"Wednesday.  Larry  Larson  brought 
his  light  cub  plane  down  some  miles 
from  me  and  came  to  my  aid 
When  he  reached  the  ship  he  found 
it  mired  over  the  wheels  in  a  marsh 
and  we  couldn't  budge  it.  So  we 
packed  all  my  things  into  the  ship 
and  thVn  walked  ten  miles  to  a 
river  bar.  where  Pilot  Chet  Brown 
was  waiting.  He  took  us  to  a  trap- 
per's cabin  overnight  and  we  came 
to  Anchorage  yesterday. 

"No    I  don't  plan  to  buy  another

Members  of  the  Current  Events 
Group  of  the  Y.WC.A.  listened  with 
interest  to  the  address  on  "Problems 
of  South  Africa,"  given  yesterday 
afternoon  by  Miss  Ruth  Humphrey, 
of  the  staff  of  the  Victoria  High 
School.  Miss  Humphrey  returned 
recently  from  a  visit  to  South  Africa 
and  since  then  has  given  several  ac- 
counts of  her  sojourn  there. 

Although  the  South  African 
shared  with  the  world  the  problem 
of  how  to  live  in  peace  and  with 
a  degree  of  decency,  South  Africa's 
special  problen.j  were  chiefly  clothed 
in  domestic  terms,  Miss  Humphrey 
said  There  were  the  problems  of 
color,  race,  language,  etc..  which 
made  for  a  good  deal  of  Internal 
strife,  which  was  apparent  to  the 
visitor. 

Miss  Humphrey  spoke  of  the 
bitterness  which  has  survived  since 
the  Boer  War  days,  and  of  the  anti- 
British  attitude  of  some  of  the 
groups,  especially  the  Nationalist 
Party.  The  Nationalist  movement  | 
was  "purely  Fascist."  Miss  Humph- 
rey observed,  and  cited  Instances  of 
direct  antl-8emitlc  actions.  Frfty- 
flve  per  cent  of  the  inhabitants  of 
South  Africa  were  African-speak- 
ing, and  only  45  per  cent  English- 
speaking,  a  fact  which  also  con- 
tributed its  share  to  problems  In  the 
schools  The  speaker  touched  upon 
the  question  of  labor,  which  is  the 
basis  on  the  country's  economy.  She 
spoke  of  the  good  work  done  by  the 
mission  schools  in  teaching  the 
natives,  for  whom  "the  Government 
does  nothing." 

"It  is  an  onerous  country  lor  the 
citizen,  but  none  Is  more  spectac- 
ular nor  interesting  for  the  visit  or.* 
she  said,  In  conclusion.  Time  was 
allowed  after  the  address  for  ques- 
tions by  the  audience  Mrs.  Alfred 
Dowell  presided

Arizona  should  have  been  nick- 
named "LeKlon"  and  let  at  that;

monikers,  one  or  more  of  which  has 
at  some  time  or  anothef  been  ap- 
plied to  other  states. 

Its  cognomen  Apache  State  obvi- 
ously derives  from  tn*>  great  number 
of  these  Indians  who  were  in- 
digenous to  the  territory;  while  the 
designation  Aztec  State  arises  from 
the  fact  that  many  of  its  old  ruins 
bear  Aztec  names  and  were  there- 
fore mistakenly  considered  to  havt 
bern  originally  constructed  by  the 
Aztecs. 

There  are  no  more  gorgeous  sun- 
sets or  Inspiring  mountainous  vistas 
to  be  seen  In  any  part  of  the  globe 
than  in  Arizona;  attributes  which 
have  earned.
